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1 .Claims 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims require a cellular thermoplastic article which has a limited range of 
total energy absorbed before failure. But undue experimentation would be required of 
one of ordinary skill in the art because the specification does not provide guidance for 
selecting the amount of weight which is to be dropped on a clamped sample during 
impact testing, nor does it provide guidance with regard to the height from which the 
weight is to be dropped. In addition, it is unclear from the specification as to what 
actually constitutes "failure" of the sample or article. 

2. Claims 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, to the extent it is enabled for a specific cellular thermoplastic article which 
has been subjected to moisture preconditioning within a specific relative humidity range 
until the article achieves moisture equilibrium, does not reasonably provide enablement 
for cellular thermoplastic articles which have not undergone the prescribed moisture 
preconditioning. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. Note the discussion involving moisture 
preconditioning set forth in the previous Office action. 

3. Claims 20-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. These claims are indefinite since it is not possible 
for one of ordinary skill in the art to establish their metes and bounds since it is not clear 
with precision what constitutes "failure", as se forth in independent claim 20. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed January 15, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues essentially that the claims now presented are 
commensurate in scope with the examples presented in the specification. This is not 
persuasive because the examples require some moisture preconditioning while the 
claims are substantially silent with regard to such moisture preconditioning.
